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sional _Iy compliance with the law of the State, the School Com- 
mos Britce of Jaffrey present the following as their annual report: 


It is a source of congratulation to ourselves, as it must be to 
all friends of mental and moral improvement, that while our 
country is rent in twain by a rebellion, and many portions of it 
ravaged by war’s desolating scourge, our common school system 
has been preserved and sustained. This is as it should be, for 
this is absolutely necessary to our national existence. Al- 
though there may be others, as secondary causes, yet it must be 
confessed, we think, that the safety of our free institutions, and 
the safety of the country itself, depends primarily and chiefly 
upon education. And if the time shall ever come when this 
mighty fabric of our nation shail totter, and her firm pillars be 
shaken, the cauSe will be found in the ignorance of the people. 

- Indeed whatever may have been the direct cause or causes of 
the present rebellion, it cannot be denied that ignorance or the 
absence of popular education had much to do in bringing about 
these causes. If, then, we really wish well to our Union; if 
-we would have it freed from its present perilous condition, and 
still continue to cheer the hopes and animate the efforts of the 
oppressed in every nation; if long days of blessedness are to 
attend our country in her career of glory; if we would have a 
the sun continue to shine upon the face of freemen, then let ald 
in the land be educated, This will startle the tyrant in his 
dreams of power, and arouse the slumbering energies of an op- 
pressed people everywhere. It was intelligence that reared 
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‘the majestic columns of our national glory, and this alone, with 
morality, which is its hand-maiden, shall prevent their 
crumbling to dust. Our Pilgrim fathers were no mean philoso- 
phers concerning this subject. They had learned in the history 
of the past, that with the purest religious faith combined with 
the most general diffusion of knowledge, there existed the 
highest social development. Hence at the’very commencement 
of their settlement, they adopted the Bible as their statute 
book, and established Pte common school for the instruction of 


the wise both at home Bid abro ad look upon as ge, st bea 
tiful feature in our Republican institutions. How importan t 
then is the common school! How needful that it be well sus- — 


tained! Feeling this importance, your committee regret that — FA 


the wisdom of the town deemed it advisable to curtail, even in 
a small degree, the appropriation for the schools, If it is found 
necessary to curtail the expenses of the town, let it be with 
reference to our physical, rather than mental and moral wants. 


In taking a retrospective view of the schools, your committee 
are happy to say that many gf them have been quite successful, 
and in none has there been a failure; yet in some of them 
there has not been that success W hich is desirable. T’o remedy 
this, we need A BETTER SELECTION OF TEACHERS. 


While we rejoice to be able to say that some of our teachers 
during the past year have acquitted themselves in a praise- 
worthy manner, and all passed a very good examination, as ~ 
far as literary attainments are concerned, yet in more than one 
instance if the selection had been left to us we should not have 
made the choice. And by every year’s experience we are more 
and more convinced of the propriety of leaving the selection of 
teachers in the hands of the town committee, who before en- 
gaging, should ascertain the qualifications and ability of the 
teacher, and,then assign them the schools that are the better 
aie tu their qualifications. If this course were adopted we 

e satisfied that in many cases’ better teachers would be ob- 
tained, and in some instances, perhaps, save a district quarrel. 
There is needed, also, THE CO-OPERATION OF PARENTS. 
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Parents, as a general thing, do not take that interest in the 
school that they ought. They do not: visit the school enough ; 
do not make inquiries of the teacher as to the conduct and at- 
tainments of their children. But worse than this, some parents 
manifest an interest in the wrong direction. Instead of co- 
operating with the teacher and assisting him as far as they can, 
they meet at the various places of resort, “ where men and boys 
do congregate,” and there discuss the merits, or rather demerits 
of the teacher, while the children, with ear and mouth op 
swallow every word, taking it for granted such is the Mi 
ment of the districtand govern themselves accordingly. 

The resignation of Rev. Mr. Austin, who for several years 
had been a very efficient member of the eommittee, left the 


| labor to be performed by the other two. We have endeavored 
é to discharge that duty to the best of our ability. We have 


labored to elevate not only the mental but moral condition of 
our scholars, and impress upon their minds the importance of 
improvement for its intrinsic worth, and not for the hope of ex- 
traneous reward. 


Avery unpleasant circumstance in connection with one of 


our longest schools which we mention, not to give it notoriety, 
but to prevent a like occurrence again. ‘The scholars of this 
school made a visit to a neighboring school, whose scholars very 
readily vacated their seats for the accommodation of the visi- 
tors. When they departed, in their writing books were found 
words and sentences too profane and low, to be repeated. We 
hope a repetition of this will never occur again. We are happy 
to say, however, that this outrage was confined to a small por- 
tion of the visitors. 

The following is a brief report of the condition of the 
schools: 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Summer Term—Miss Mira M. Davinson of Rindge, Teach- 
er.—Miss Davidson is a young lady of very fair attainments. 
She commenced her career as a teacher in this town last year; 
and her success in this school showed that she had not lost, but 
gained by past experience. It was manifest to the committee 
on the first examination that she was interested in her work, 
and the result showed that she had succeeded in awakening an 
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interest in her pupils, for a very good improvement was shown 
at the closing examination. A little episode came in at the 
close of the examination which showed the friendship of the 
scholars for their teacher, which was the presentation of a neat 
little bible to the teacher by one of the Misses in behalf of her 
school mates. 


Winter Term— Miss Lizzie A. .Hown, Teacher. — This 
teacher commenced her work with very favorable prospects of 
ysttecess. The schoel appeared very well indeed at the opening 
examination, and no doubt a good improvement was made. 
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But we are not able to judge of the attainments, for the teacher 
by reason of sickness, was obliged to close the school b ore 
the end of the term. Her order was no doubt good, for the. 
Register reports the names of 22 out of 28 who did not whisper | 7 
during the term. is 


DISTRICT NO. II1—SENIOR DEPARTMENT. 


Summer Term— Miss Mary A. Eastman of Peterboro’, 
Teacher.—The reputation which Miss Eastman had acquired in 
another part of the town the previous Winter as a teacher, and, 
especially as a disciplinarian, led to the securing of her services 
in this department. But there is quite a difference between 
District No VII and District No. II, and suecess in the former 
is no guarantee of success in the latter. And if her success in 
this school was not quite equal to the former, it may be attrib- 
utable in part to the fact that she had very different material to 
work upon, and also to the state of her health which was quite 
poor. In some of the classes there was very good improve- 
ment, while in some others there was a want of thoronghness 
in the studies pursued. 


Winter Term—Mr. Jor Horr of Troy, Teacher.—Mr Holt » 
entered upon his work in this school under the double embar- 
rassment of being inexperienced, and having the fact generally 
understood in the district. There are in this school several 
large boys and girls who attend, not for the purpose of improve- 
ment, but to annoy the teacher, injure the school room, do pretty 
much as they have a mind to, and “have a good time general- 
ly.” With such material, few teachers can meet with perfect 
success. Mr. Holt. has many qualifications for a teacher, and 
no doubt would succeed wellin most schools. We hope he 
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will not be discouraged with this his first attempt, but “try 
again.” The practice among many of the scholars of leaving - 
the school before the close, was carried to a greater extent this 
term than usual, so that out of 70 scholars at the commence- 
ment only 28 were present at the closing examination. The 
school, with what remained, appeared very well, and in many 
of the studies, a good degree of improvement was made. 


DISTRICT NO. U—JUNIOR DEPARTMENT. 


Summer and Fall Terms—Miss Saran E. Rossrnys, Teacher. © 
Many persons have the idea that almost any. teacher, even 
without xperience, and with very limited attainments, is 
qualified to instruct a primary school. This is a great mistake. 
It is of the utmost importance that children should receive 


» right impressions in the beginning, and that training and drill 


which shall give right direction to their young minds; and not 
be obliged to unlearn that which is false, and begin again at 
some future time. For this important work, Miss Robbins has 
proved herselfeminently qualified. She has had almost the 
entire charge of this school for the last six years, and in no in- 
stance has she failed’ to give good satistaction. While this 
school has ever appeared well under her administration, the 
general impression was, that it never appeared better than at 
the closing examination of the Fall Term. Thirty-six scholars 
abstained from whispering. 


DISTRICT NO. TT: 


Summer Term—Miss 8S. F. Campseny, Teacher.—This first 
effort of the teacher in the work of school instruction, was at- 
tended with a high degree of success. Her labors in the 
school room were characterized by earnestness, enthusiasm, 
love of her work, and the power to win respect and affection 
from her pupils. -As a natural result, the minds of the scholars 
were actively interested in their studies, and, according to the 
report of the teacher, their moral deportment “was good with- 
out exception.” 

In respect to the studies, quality rather than quantity, was 
the aim of the teacher, and the legitimate fruit of this policy 
was thoroughness. One point of exeellence in the school was 
the salutary moral influence exercised ever the pupils. The 
springs of moral feeling. were touched by the fingers of the 
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teacher, and answered back—as they always will, when simi- 
_ larly played upon. 

An Autumn Term was commenced in this district, under the 
charge of Miss M. A. Gorre. But few of the children of the 
district attended the school, and after two or three weeks it 
was discontinued. This state of things was due to a disagree- 
ment between the agent and a portion of the citizens of the 
district. We do not feel called upon to decide where the 
blame should rest. But it : evident that the disease some- 


| ‘times called “human nature” is somewhat prevalent in this 


district, and it has periodical outbreaks:, We sincerely hope 
that some cure may be found. As the school was of a short . 
continuance, and was not examined at the close, the comitnittee 
have no particular report to make upon it, except to say that | it 
commenced well. ee 
Winter Term—The school was instructed by Miss Mary L. . 
WETHERBEE. During this term she sustained the good repu- 
tation acquired by previous terms of instruction in another dis- 
trict in this town. The principle of order is very strong in her 
nature, and she maintains excellent government over her al 
pupils. Her general mode of performing the duties of school 
instructor was efficient and thorough. There was a uniformity 
of excellence in the exercises of the closing examination that 
precludes the mention of any particular exercises in this re- 
port. The moral deportment of the scholars was worthy of 
high commendation during this, as during the Summer term. 
They were taught to respect their instructor, and thus were 
more easily led to respect themselves. A most excellent work 
has been done in this school during the year, both in an intel- 
lectual and a moral point of view. We trust there will be no 
falling off in these respects in the future. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 

This school, during both terms, was under the charge and in- 
struction of Miss Anna S. Spautpine. Her services were 
manifestly profitable to the school. She seemed to be intent 
upon discharging her duties faithfully and conscientiously, and 
her pupils appeared to be interested in their studies, and to un- 
derstand the various steps through which their minds were 
conducted. There were one or two pupils who were not 
always made to show a becoming respect to the teacher, but 
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perhaps the blame should be shared by the parents. For when 
children are not taught to be respectful and obedient at home, 
the task of subduing them at school is rendered far more diffi- 
cult. We were glad to see the parents present at the examin- 
ation, The proficiency shown by the scholars in arithmetic 
and in writing was especially worthy of mention. The in- 
stances of tardiness were too many. 


DISTRICT NO. V. Ye 
£PtT 


This school during bothsterms was under) jthe nagagasio of 
Miss Mary Av Gow. The examination at the cl lose of the 
Summe term was, as a whole, pleasing and satisfactory to the 
committee. A few of the younger scholars manifested much 
‘,improvement. As far as we could judge, the teacher labored 
to the best of her ability, to lead her pupils to an understanding 
of their lessons. 


The examination at the close of the Winter term was in 
some respects satisfactory, and the apparent deficiencies we 
judge, were not due to a lack of effort on the part of the 
teacher in imparting instruction, but to an unfortunate want of 
authority over her pupils during school hours. Some of the 
boys are evidently unacquainted with authority out of the 
school room, and tinding themselves not compelled to show re- 
spect and obedience in the school room, their conduct seems to 
have been often exceedingly improper and lawless. In conse- 
quence of this failure the teacher found it impossible to fix the 
attention of her pupils on their studies, in a manner to secure 
the good results that her efforts at instruction might otherwise 
have produced. 


Order is the “first law” of the school room, and, whatever 


other qualifications for the work a person may possess, the 
want of ability to enforce order, must be looked upon as a 


serious. disqualification for the position of common school 
teacher. 


We would speak in praise of the reading exercises 
at the examination; also of the exercises in arithmetic, 
except that there was some lack of quickness and readiness in 
giving answers. ‘The register shows too many marks of tar- 
diness. | 
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DISTRICT NO. VI. 


Summer and Fall Terms—Teacher, Miss Lizziz A. ApAms. 
—Miss Adams is a young lady well qualified for her work, and 
entered upon her labors with earnestness, zeal and interest, and 
as a matter of course, met with a corresponding success. The 
school at every visit of the committee appeared well, and the 
closing examination of each term showed that a good work had 
been done. Eight out of ten scholars in the first term ab- 
d from whispering, and there was but one whisper among 

mM naeee oD scholar during the 8 econd. Miss Adams is a 
teacher whos e heart and soul are in the work;and would, we 
have no doubt, give satisfaction to any school that ‘ey »e-able 
to secure her services. - 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 


Summer Term.—The school was instructed by Miss Ean- 
GENE L. Eveteru of Dublin. Miss E. is an experienced, and 
in all respects, an excellent teacher. She enjoyed the respect 
and affection of her pupils. Good order was maintained in the 
school room. The closing examination evinced the fact that 
the modes of intellectual training pursued were thorough, and 
that the minds of the scholars were led to a clear understand- 
ing of the various studies to which attention was given. A 
noticeable point of excellence was, that the scholars had been 
trained to give close attention to the exercises of the class 
during recitation. That teacher who has succeeded in devel- 
oving the faculty of attention in the pupil, has won more than 
half the battle of education. 

A divided attention is like a pair ot broken shears—neither 
half of any value. 

Winter Term.—During this term the school was so fortunate 
as to enjoy the instructions of Miss Sarau Frencu, a well 
known and favorite teacher in this town. A thorough mastery 
of all the various branches of study, and of the best modes of 
instruction and discipline, united with the authority that com- 
mands, and the love that wins, render her a teacher of the first 
order of excellence. Under her care, the scholars have been 
stimulated to a deep interest in their studies, and have been 
taught to be thorough in the work of committing their lessons, 
and of reciting them when committed. They haye also been 


* 
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taught to understand the reasons and principles of the various 

steps through which their minds have been led. Superior ex- 

cellence was shown in the department of mathematics. 

Thorough attention was given to the art of reading—one of the 

most important of all the branches of study taught in our 

schools. The penmanship of the scholars was also made an 

object of special attention and care, ana if some of the writing 

books do not exhibit all the neatness that might be desired, 

that fact is due chiefly to the barbarous conduct of some of a “s My 
company of visitors from another of the schools in town, while ™ 
occupying desks politelysgivea upto them during their visit. 
As we are under the necessity of sending this report to press 
ore the close of the term we are unable to speak of the 
losing examination, but have good cause to anticipate that it 
willbe highly satisfactory to ourselves and all the parties con- 
cerned.

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DISTRICE NO. AVATT: 


Summer Term—Miss Harrie M. Anruony of Hancock, 
Teacher.—Miss Anthony commenced her work with the 
avowed intention of governing her school by the principles of 
kindness, and not “use the fear of punishment as an incentive 
to obedience.” We are free to admit that kindness is neces- 
sury, nav, indispensable to the success of a teacher; but unless 
it have united with it, firmness, decision, and energy, there will 
not be so much accomplished as is desirable; and even kind- 
ness may fail to do its perfect work. And these qualifications 
were in some degree wanting in this teacher. The school ap- 
peared very well, as far as order was concerned, at the closing 
examination, und in some of the studies there was evinced a 
readiness to answer and a thoroughness, as far as they had ad- 
vanced, though there was not so mych accomplished in the 
way of progress as would be desirable. The teacher wrote 
quite a lengthy composition in the Register, in which she de- 
livered a moral lecture to the parents. Whether it was needed, 
and whether it will be heeded or not, we leave it to others to 
decide. | 
Winter Term— Miss Marretta Tarsox of Peterboro’, 
Teacher—Miss Tarbox, like the teacher of the Summer term, 
was a stranger to the committee and to the school, but on her 
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exanination as a candidate, we were satisfied that she was not 
only qualified in a literary point of view, but was “apt to 
teach,” also. Whether she had resolved to govern by kindness 
or not, it soon became apparent to the scholars that she in- 
tended to govern. And by the manner in which they were 
affected at the close, it was very evident that kindness had not 
been absent from the school. The school in every respect ap- 
peared very well indeed, at the closing examination. Thorough- 
ness and progress characterized all the recitations, and in some 
ym arked im pavement. 


oo DISTRICT NOW TX, ‘ 


Sumnea frat Winter Terms — Miss Aisin M. SautE, 
~ Teacher.—Miss Smith has had considerable experience as : 
teacher, having taught several terms in this and a neighboring 
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her efforts in this school showed a marked improvement. En- 
ergy and fidelity characterized her labors, and the result 
showed that as good a work had been done there, and as much 
accomplished as could be expected considering the mental con- 
dition of the school. Several very appropriate recitations, not 
selected as they usually are, but written by the teacher, were 
given by the scholars at the closing examination. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 

_ The privileges of this school, during this year, were comprised 
within one term of instruction held during the autumn, and of 
more than the usual length. The school was under the charge 
of Miss Mary A. Eastman. ‘he strong point in Miss K’s 
qualifications as a teacher is great tact. ‘This gives her success 
in the general management of a school. She possesses strength 
of will to exercise authority, and the ability to awaken the in- 
tellects of her pupils. This little school enjoyed a profitable 


term under her instructions. Two or three of its older scholars 


showed a high degree of excellence in scholarship. WVot one of 
the scholars was reported as having whispered without leave 
during school hours. 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 


During both Summer and Winter terms this school was un-

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year were characterized by the same excellencies manifested 
during previous terms of service in this school. She com- 
manded the respect and love of her pupils, and incited their 
minds to interest in their studies.

At the close of the Summer 
term the exercises in reading and arithmetic were especially 
worthy of praise. Two or three of the writing books showed 
unusual excellence in penmanship, while all appeared well. 
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Maps, drawn on the black-board and explained by the scholars 


who drew them, formed an interesting feature of the examination. 
The examination at the close of the Winter term manifested 

increased skill and efficiency in the teacher. The exercises 

were uniformly excellent.

y DISTRICT NO. XII. 

Summer Term—The school was under the charge of Miss 
Mary A. Mason of Marlboro’. This teacher was commendably 
thorough in her modes of teaching. She gave evidence of a 
degree of conscientiousness, firmness, intelligence, and accuracy, 
worthy of a larger number of scholars. She endeavored to 
enable her pupils to understand the reasons of things, and was 
full, and careful in her explanations. The scholars were de- 
serving of commendation on the score of promptness, the Reg- 
ister exhibiting but one mark of tardiness. 

Winter Term—Instructor, Miss ——— West. Miss W., in 
her examination before the committee, and at the opening of 
her school, gave promise of ability and success which was not 
disappointed in the result. Although there was some slight 
diffidence on the part of some of the scholars, that stood in the 
way of a full exhibition of what they knew, there was evidence 
of the fact that a good work had been done within the school 


room. We are happy to state that, during this term, tardiness: 
was entirely banished from the school. We would commend 
this example to the other schools of the town, as one worthy ot. 
imitation. Tlow many of our scholars will resolve that no 
tardy mark shall be written against their names during the 
coming year? 
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DISTRICT NO. XIID. 


Fall Term—Miss Mary S. Perry, Teacher. This District 
is almost scholarless, but by importing them from the adjoining 
town, the school appeared very respectable as to numbers. If 
this district could unite with No. LX, it would be better for all. 
Miss Perry is a member of the district and this was her first at- 
tempt at teaching. But she showed a good degree of energy 
and devotedness to the work, and by her mild and winning © 
manners, she awoke in the minds of her pupils a good degree of 
interest as well as esteem. The closing examination was very 
satisfactory indeed, exhibiting a good improvement. It was 
evident by the appearance of the scholars that they had been 
pleased as well as instructed.
